be killed. Many of them wear the 
Sacret Heart emblem pinned to 
their shirts. Others, like the Leg- 
ionnaires, are bare to the waist. 


San Sebastian Next 


Tt is a most important rebel 


victory. The way will soon be open 
for an attack on San Sebastian 
to the west and the French front- 
ier and the Bay of Biscay coast 
in this area will be closed to the 
loyalists. 
The rebels will have 


some thousands of men to send 
on west along the coast to San- 
tander, 
Bilbao and Oviedo, and 


down to the Guadarrama mount- 
ains fronting Madrid.
